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ŞADAQAH AL-FITR 


5 - Is it permissible to give cash for Sadaqah al-Fitr instead of grain? 


No mention of this is made in the Shari‘ah of either allowing or prohibiting it. 
However, majority of the jurists opt for what is in the explicit Sunnah which is giving 


Şadagah al-Fitr in food and therefore, it is set as giving just grain. 
However, in the era of the Tâbi“in discussions took place approving giving cash: 


Thus, ‘Umar ibn “Abd al-‘Aziz wrote to one of his governors to take half a Dirham from 


each person." 


It is narrated from Hasan Basri who said: “It is permissible to give Dirhams in Şadaqah 


al-Fitr.” 


It is narrated from Abū Ish-âg Sabī (who is one of the leaders of the Tâbi“in) that he 
said: “I met the Şahabah zii who were giving Dirhams to the value of grain for the 
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Şadaqah of Ramadan i.e., for Şadaqah al-Fitr. 


This is the view of Sufyan ghavri; qanqssbvy © 
The view of it being disliked is authentically proven from “Ata” “He disliked giving 
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gold as Sadaqah al-Fitr. 


Malik ibn Anas prohibited taking the value of grain. He said: “it will not be fulfilled”. 
This is just like how he mentioned that items and things will not take the place of 


Şadaqah al-Fitr.’ This is also the view of Imam Shâfi“i.* 


Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal said: “I fear that if the value is given, the Sadagah al-Fitr will 
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not be discharged.

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The preferred view is the first view (i.e., value will fulfill the Şadagah al-Fitr) because 
the outcome of it is practical, i.e., what is more beneficial for the poor person should 


be taken into consideration on the day of ‘Id. 
6 - The time for discharging Şadaqah al-Fitr: 


The texts are explicit, as was mentioned in the narration of “Abd Allah ibn “Umar 
Ge “that Rasülullah İaşe stipulated Şadaqah al-Fitr for after Ramadan.” 
Thus, it is compulsory as soon as the fasting of Ramadan terminates, i.e., the time it 
becomes necessary is as soon as one gets knowledge of the new month of Shawwal 


entering.

It is reported from ibn “Umar &z&&;5 that Rasülullah Acs.lesijk> commanded for the 
Şadaqah al-Fitr to be discharged before the people go out for the ‘Id Salah.” 


It is authentically proven from ibn “Umar &ziii;z that he would give out the Şadaqah 


al-Fitr which was collected by him two to three days before ‘Id day. " 


The reason he would give out the Sadaqah al-Fitr two to three days before ‘Id was to 
ease distributing it to the poor and needy and so that it could reach them on the day 


of ‘Id. Discharging it before time with this purpose is the view of Imam Malik ibn Anas. 


He also holds the view thabitig bertehfssible td give! igor TA day after the ‘Id Salah.” 


It is authentically reported from Muhammad ibn Sirin that he said regarding a person 
who, till after few days, did not discharge his Sadaqah al-Fitr: “He should discharge 
it”.” 

This does not mean that he is discharging Şadagah al-Fitr, rather, it is charity in the 
form of Qada’ (making up for what was missed) like how Sufyan Thawri îăiiz would 
say: “If he did not discharge his Şadaqah al-Fitr for a number of years, I command to 


still make up for it”. Similarly, this is the view of Malik ibn Anas.” 


The correct view is that the person taking out the Şadaqah al-Fitr should not 
discharge it after the “İd Şalah like Şadaqah al-Fitr, rather the time of discharging it 


terminates with the termination of the “İd Şalah.

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It was mentioned in the narration of ibn “Abbas &&&X5: “Whoever discharges it before 
the Şalah, then it is an accepted charity and whoever discharges it after the Şalâh, 
then it is a charity like any other charity.” 


7 - The Recipients of Şadaqah al-Fitr: 


Şadaqah al-Fitr should be distributed to the poor and needy only because of the 
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narration of ibn “Abbas zis narrated above. 


It is narrated in a narration from “Abd Allah ibn “Umar izis who said: “We were 
instructed to take out our Şadagah al-Fitr before proceeding for the “İd Şalah. 
Thereafter, Rasülullah Acsasetăjţo would distribute it among the poor after the Salah 
on his way back. Nabi İzş44ciW said: “Make them independent today of going around 
and begging.” 


This narration, even though in meaning is correct, however, the narration is a weak 


narration.” 


Malik ibn Anas said: “There is no problem in giving the Şadaqah al-Fitr on his behalf 


and on behalf of his family to just one poor person.” 


The Shafiq Madh-hab: therein adı JES are six of the eight that are 
for Zakah, excluding two, viz; those who are SORA téCollect the Zakah funds and 
secondly to attract the hearts of those who have been inclined towards Islam. There 
is no share for those who are employed to collect the funds because the one giving 


the Şadagah al-Fitr himself gives it to those who eligible.” 


Whoever holds this view does not have any proof besides taking their stance from the 
generalized word of Şadagât. This is not correct for passing a ruling by taking it out 
based on the generalized wording in such an instance where the applicable and 
practical texts are found to be enough for this ruling, i.e., the texts clearly state that 


Şadagah al-Fitr should only be given to the poor.

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8 - Is it correct to delay distributing Şadaqah al-Fitr to its recipients till after 
dd? 


The default position for Sadaqah al-Fitr is to take it out before the ‘Id Salah and for 
the person to distribute himself. This demands that it should all take place on the day 
of ‘Id and should not be postponed till after ‘Id just like how it should not be taken 


out before the time it becomes necessary (i.e., before Td). 


However, permission was granted to hand it over to those who are employed for this 
and giving it before it becomes necessary was also allowed. This was so that the funds 
could reach their correct recipients by ‘Id day. Giving it before time should be at such 
a time that will allow those employed to distribute it. However, it should not be given 


before the month of Ramadan which was the reason for to become necessary. 


Similarly, sometimes time does not allow the collector to distribute the funds to its 
recipients on the day of İd which were given to him on the night of ‘Id, especially if 
they are living in far-of areas. Due to this, some of the funds remain by him vvithout 
distributing them till even after ‘Id. If this does happen, there is no problem in it. The 
person who gave the Şadaqah al-Fitr on time has fulfilled his responsibility and will 
not be taken to task. The collector should try and distribute the funds as soon as he 
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can. 


The proof for this is the narration of Abū Hurayrah di who said: “Rasülullah 
İsli appointed me to look after the Şadagah al-Fitr funds. A person came and 
began taking handfuls of the grain. I caught hold of him and said: I will most certainly 
report you to Rasülullâh Jcsacaije. He said: I am poor and have a family to look after 
and I am in severe need. I let him go. (Till the end of the narration. The narration 


makes mention that he came for three nights.)” 


This narration proves that the Sadaqah al-Fitr at times is not given on time by the 
collector and remains with him till after İd because they would take out their 
Şadagah al-Fitr after the termination of Ramadan and this narration explicitly 
mentions that the person came for three nights in a row (which means the Sadaqah 


al-Fitr was delayed by a minimum of three days). 


And Allah dV knows best.
